Minnesota logger** are looking for­ 
ward to the opening of the timber 
lands on the Indian reservation that 
are expected to be open by next fad 
should there be no obstruction to the 
Morris bill, which has been favorably 
reported on by the house committee, 
says the Duluth Herald. 
A promin­ 
ent Minnesota lumberman who was 
in the city yesterday said: 
“ Everything now seems to point 
to the placing on the market 
next 
fall of a large amount of timber that 
has hitherto been where it could not 
be touched. 
Not only that, but a 
large area of agricultural and cut­ 
over lands, after the timber is re­ 
moved will be open for settlement 
if nothing comes up to hinder the 
Morris bill. 
I believe the outcome 
will be one of the best tilings that

probability of the matter being settl­ 
ed. 
Officers of North Star Onion. No. 
IOT, of the International Ass’n. 
of 
Machinists, stated this morning that 
their grievances had been laid before 
Master Mechanic Bean over a week 
ago aud it was not until this morn­ 
ing that that official gave out his 
ultimatum. 
It seems that the diffi­ 
culty has arisen over the advance­ 
ment of what is known as a “ handy ’ 
from a drill machine to a turret lathe, 
a position which the regular machin­ 
ists claim cannot be rightfully held 
except by a full fledged machinist. 
The man who was advanced was 
Edward Leach. 
He has worked in 
the shops for a number of years but 
drew only the salary of a “ handy 
which was $1.05 aday, while the regu­ 
lar machinists receive $3 a day. 
A committee called on Mr. Bean, so 
the machinists who are out state, 
about a week ago and asked that 
Leach be put back to his old job or 
that he be given a machinists pay. 
They state that Mr. Bean promised 
to take the matter up and give his 
decision soon. 
The men feel, so they state, as 
though they must do somet hing to 
protect 
their 
interests; 
that the 
salary which they receive is a fixed 
price all over the country. 
They 
claim that the particular machine 
which 
Leach 
went to work on be­ 
longs to a machinist who is full- 
fledged in every respect. 
It is 
said 
there 
are 
in

neighborhood of eighty-five of them 
and of this number there are sixty 
who are union men, the balance being 
non-union men. 
The met) want it .stated that this

MACHINISTS ARE 
OUT ON A STRIKE 


LOOKING FOR NEW TIMER. 


Some Eighty Men Walk Out this 


Worniftf at Northern 
Pacific Shops. 


DISPOSITION OF "HANDY” MEN. 


Men Claim that a Helper was 


Given Position that Should 
fo to Machinist. 
Considerable surprise was evidenc­ 
ed Ibis morning, by those who are on 
the outside, to learn that some seven­ 
ty five or eighty men. who worked 
as machinists at the Northern Pacific 
shops went on a strike. 'So smooth­ 
ly have things been apparently run­ 
ning at the shops that no one had the 
slightest idea that there was any 
trouble. 
The men walked out at 0 30 o’clock 
without creating any disturbance or 
raising any excitement and up to the 
hour of going to pres** there was no 
probability of the matter being settl­ 
ed. 
Officers of North Star Union, No. 
107, of the International Ass’n. of 
Machinists, stated this morning that 
their grievances had been laid before 
Master Mechanic Bean over a week 
ago and it was not until this morn­ 
ing that that official gave out his 
ultimatum. 
It seems that the diffi­ 
culty has arisen over the advance­ 
ment of what is known as a “handy ’’ 
f rom a d ri 11 mac hi n e to a t u r ret lat he , 
a position which the regular machin­ 
ists claim cannot be rightfully held 
except by a full fledged machinist. 
The man who wan advanced was 
Edward Leach. He has worked in 
the shops for a number of years but 
* Ire w only the salary of a '“handy"' 
w hich was $1.65 a day, while the regu­ 
lar machinists receive 43 a day. 
A committee called on Mr. Bean, so 
the machinists who are out state, 
about a week ago and asked that 
Leach be put back to his old job or 
ti»at he be given a machinists pay. 
They state that Mr. Bean promised 
to take the matter up and give his 
decision soon. 
The men feel, so they state, aw 
though they must do something to 
protect 
their 
interests; 
that the 
salary which they receive is a fixed 
price all over the country. 
They 
claim that the particular machine 
which Leach went to work on be­ 
longs to a machinist who is full- 
fledged in every respect. 
It is said

The men want it stated that this 
trouble had nothing to do with that 
of last fall when two men were let 
out by Master Mechanic Bean. 
Master Mechanic Bean was seen 


b y a representive of Tin: D i s p a t c h 
this afternoon and he referred to the 
m atter very methodically. He states 
that the committee waited on him, 
but that no demand was made that 
Leach lie given higher wages but 
that he tie removed from the machine 
in question, and that all machines 
operated by “ handy” men be given 
to machinists hereafter. 
Mr. Bean, 
in view of the fac t that this machine 
had 
heretofore 
been worked 
by 
*‘handy” meo, tbought 'best to refer 
the request of the men to the gener­ 
al superintendent which he did. The ¡ 
matter was referred by the bead 
officers to Supt. of Motive Power , 
Lovell and he wrote Mr. Bean that j 
the com pan? would at all times re­ 
serve the right to man their machines 
and ordered that the the request be1 
not granted. 
There was no alterna­ 
tive for Mr. Bean but to refuse the 
demand of the machinists after re­ 
ceiving the letter from Mr. Lovell. 
The committee that called on Mas 
ter Mechanic Bean has decided to go 
to S I Paul to interview Supt. of 
Motive Power Lovell.
